DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The combination of the prior art of 
record fail to specifically disclose the particular combination of the claimed steps.
